European and African American records 
available now on CD-ROM from LDS Church 


Twelve and a half million vital records from Western Europe are now available on CD- 
ROM from the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

This Vital Records Index includes information extracted from birth, christening and 
marriage records from the Alpine, Benelux, French, German, Italian and Spanish regions. 

The set of 21 discs can be purchased for $27 and it listed as item #50120. 

Freedman’s Bank Records CD, a unique searchable database, documenting several 
generations of African Americans immediately following the Civil War, is now available 
for $6.50 and 1s listed as item #50120. 

This is the result of a decade long project begun in 1989 when Marie Taylor, an em- 
ployee of the Family and Church History Department of LDS, found the original micro- 
films of the records. Inmates at the Utah State Prison extracted, linked and automated the 
480,000 names contained in these records. 

The Freedman’s Savings and Trust Company was chartered in 18865 to benefit ex- 
slaves. Account holders were required to provide names, family relationships, often a 
great deal of other personal data, and sometime brief oral histories. 

. This database is the largest single repository for lineage-linked African American records 
known to exist. It is estimated that 8-10 million African American living today have 
ancestors who deposited money in the Freedman’s Bank.

Merger 
unites 


American 
Bells 


For the better part of the 
past two decades, Bells (no 
matter the spelling) in America 
have been represented by two 
different organizations, the Bell 
Family Association of the 
United States (BFA-US) which 
represents Clan Bell in North 
America at this time, and Clan 
Bell Descendants (CBD) a pri- 
vately founded group. 

In mid-July, all of this 
changed with the merger of the 
two groups. Sharing the belief 
that a single organization would 
better and more effectively 
serve the interests of American 
Bells, Irving Bell, Founder of 
CBD and William Bell, Presi- 
dent of the BFA-US at the time 
of its establishment, agreed to 
merge the two organizations. 
Negotiations were simplified as 
two main objectives were 
equally held by both groups. 
First, to have a Chief of the 
Bells appointed by the Lyon 
Court in Edinburgh. Second, 
to expand genealogy capabili- 
ties for all spellings of Bell and 
to create the largest and most 
accurate genealogical database 
for Clan Bell members. 

Following ratification by 
the BFA Board of Directors and 
the Officers and Membership of 
CBD, the two groups were for- 
mally merged on 16 July 2001 
by the signing of the Merger 
Document. Under the terms of 
the agreement, CBD is merged 
into the BFA and no longer ex- 
ists as a separate and autono- 
mous organization and the 
newsletter Bell Chimes will no 
longer be published. All mem- 
bers of CBD who were in good 
standing on the effective date 
of the merger are granted full 
membership privileges in the 
BFA-US for the remainder of 
the calendar year 2001. This 
membership includes subscrip- 
tion to the BFA newsletter Bell- 
A-Peal.

HERE ARE SOME FACTS ON HOMESTEAD] 





After President Lincoln 
was elected President, Con- 
gress passed the Homestead 
Bill on May 20, 1862. This bill 
made it possible for a person 
who met three conditions to 
file a claim for free land. 

The conditions were: 1. Be 
21 years of age or older. 2. Be 
a citizen of the United States 
or intend to become a citizen. 
3. Be a person who never bore 
arms against the United States. 

Those who met the condi- 
tions were entitled to 160 acres 
of land. Those who staked out 
their future property on rail- 
road grant land, however, 
could only choose 80 acres. 

The future landowner had 
to go to the nearest federal land 
office with a property descrip- 
tion and file an application for 
the land. After filing, the ap- 
plicant was allowed six months 


to move onto the land and be- 

: gin making improvements. 
Then the applicant had to main- 
tain “continuous residence” on 
the property from the time of 
filing until a five-year period 
was up. 

After five years, but not 
more than seven and a half 
years, the applicant could ap- 
pear with two witnesses who 
were to testify that the appli- 
cant had met the terms of his 
land claim, which included 
making improvements. The 
settlers referred to this process 
as “proving up.” Once the 
claimant proved that he had 
met the requirements, the fed- 
eral government issued him (or 
her) a land patent, which was 
essentially a deed to the 
homesteader’s land issued by 
the government.

claims made in Nebraska were 
ever. proven, or completed.

ants failed to prove up. Many 
claimants found the stipulation 
requiring five years of continu- 
ous residence too difficult, 
some found the conditions too 
harsh, some had problems with 
claim jumpers and/or Indians, 
some lost their lives, and oth- 
ers returned to families back 
home. 

Homesteaders earned their 
land, even if it was free of 
monetary cost.. 

To aid in your research here 
are some definitions of terms 
related to Homesteading: En- 
tryman: Person filing the claim 
at the Land Office; Agent (or

help the homesteader describe 
the property in order to file the 
homestead application.

Speculator: A person who 


either bought land from a set- . 


tler with the intention of sell- 
ing it at a higher price or a per- 
son who filed a claim with the 
intention of selling the land 
rather than living on it for five 
years. The land speculator 
might hire people to make 
fraudulent claims. 
Commutation: To pay the 
declared federal price of the 
land in order to get a patent. 
Preemption Right: A person 
who was already living on land 
before the government survey- 
ors arrived frequently felt that 
because he lived there, he had 


the right to have that particu- 


lar piece of property as his 
homestead. He felt he had a 
preemption right to the land. 
Land Clubs: Were formed 
by groups of settlers in par- 
ticular locations. They worked

girls excelled in cooking, ste- 
nography, and developed foun- 
dations for later classroom 
school teaching and licensed 
registered nurses. 

Following graduation from 
Carlisle a multitude of students 
enrolled and obtained degrees 
from many of the leading east- 
ern universities and colleges. 

In time a number of the 
boys traveled to Hollywood and 
appeared i in the early day silent 
movies. 

As you examine the initial 
enrollment records you willnote _ 
a large percentage of boys com- 
pared to the girls. For a very: 
good reason...the girls had a 
ready market value...10 or 12 
horses...for marriage permis- 
sion. The boys had no sale value 


- and were willingly shipped off 


to Carlisle! While at Carlisle 
all students were endowed with 
a strong, respectful religious 
foundation. 

At one time the 1907 
Carlisle football team was play- 
ing a leading eastern university. 
Suddenly the Carlisle team 
stopped playing and had a talk 
with the umpire. Later their 
coach, Pop Warner, asked what 
was their problem. The entire 
Carlisle team said they would 
stop playing unless their oppo- 
nent team stopped using vile 
language and taking the name 
of God in vain!!! Can you imag- 
ine any of our current college 
teams doing such a thing? 

The Carlisle Indian Indus- 
trial School operated from about 
1880 til 1918. It was finally ter- 
minated by congress opposition. 
Although the school was highly 
successful, it was unable to over- 
come the _ hatred for 
Indians...mainly the Western 
folk. The Easterners by and 


large accepted them as worthy 
of obtaining and living a good 
life. 

Their famous football coach’

about their recent revelation 
that they are Jewish, some- 
times after fifty years of living 
as Christian life. 

As much as I thought these 
were unusual tales, I am con- 
vinced now that these stories 
are far more common than any 
of us realized. 

Our JGS meeting had just 
started. 

We were a small group in 
early 1989, meeting in a little 
room in a synagogue. Eight 
of us grew silent as an Afro- 
American lady entered the 
room and asked if she was too 
late for the meeting. 

We asked if she had mis- 
takenly wandered into the 
wrong meeting. 

She said we were the group 
she was seeking and then told 

us her story. 

_ She had been raised in an 
orphanage, unaware of her 
heritage. Only recently had 
she discovered from a kind 
lady at her orphanage who

opened her file, that her father 
was a Cherokee/Afro-Ameri- 
can who had impregnated her 
mother, an Orthodox Jewish 
girl. When the girl’s family 
found out about the preg- 
nancy, they let her have the 
baby and made her give it up. 
Then they disowned her (they 
“sat shiva” - a Jewish ritual 
performed by the immediate 
family of a recently deceased 
person). 

The girl developed severe 
mental problems as a result of 
these events and spent the rest 
of her life in a mental institu- 
tion. _ 

Our prospective member 
went on to finish the story. 

Her father then went on to 
get her mother’s sister preg- 
nant! 

So her aunt put her child 
in the same orphanage as her 


mother had done with her. Her 


aunt, however, eventually mar- 
ried this stud and went on to 
have another family with him.

The opened adoption file en- 
abled our visitor to not only 
find her cousin from the or- 
phanage, but her Orthodox 
Jewish family in Florida. 

As you can imagine, her 
Afro-American family was 
considerably more hospitable 
to her than her Jewish relatives 
who not only disowned her 
mother, but ignored her as a 
family member. 

Since our visitor had been 
raised Catholic for over 50 
years, she knew nothing about 
Judaism and her ancestors. 
She wanted our JGS to help. 
her gain information about 
both. 

After several years of Jew- 
ish genealogical research, she 
found a Jewish past that led 
her to a Jewish future. She 
began studying Judaism, took 
conversion classes and is now 
a daughter of Israel. 

A few years later, a blond, 
blue-eyed woman came to our 
JGS meeting and introduced 
herself, saying that she had 
heard some mention of a Jew- 
ish ancestor in her family. She 
was convinced she was from 
a Sephardic family expelled 





from Spain in 1492 and 
wanted to find that connec- 
tion. 

I told her she would have 
to go backwards from herself 
to find that elusive ancestor 
back in 1492. Although a dif- 
ficult task, she researched her 
family in the Caribbean with 
possible links to Amsterdam 
where so many Sephardic 
people went to escape the In- 
quisition. 

I do not think she has 
found the connection she was 


‘looking for, but the travels 


along the way took her down 
another road. Rather than give 
up her quest, she ended the 
debate about her possible Ju- 
daic heritage - she converted 
and threw in her lot with the 
Jewish people. 

Many years ago a Christian 
woman wrote me a letter, ask- 
ing my help in finding out if 
her great grandfather had been 
a Jew. Iasked why she thought 
that might be the case. 

She told me a now famil- 
iar story. Her grandmother lit 


candles on Friday nights be- 
fore dinner and her great

grandfather was known to 
have washed his hands in a 
ritual fashion before eating. 

I offered a few suggestions 
about beginning a search for 


a Jewish ancestor and did not.
